New York, December 21.—(Special.) 
The gossip of “the street” today is 
that Charles H. Markham, formerly 
of the Southern Pacific, but now en- 
gaged in the oil business Pitts- 
burg, who today became the successor 
of J. T. Harahan as president of the 
Illinois Centra] railrdaa, will also suc- 
ceea the late Major Jy. &. Hanson as 
president of the Central of Georgia 
railway, which is owned by the iili- 
nois Central. 

{t is a peculiar coincidence that it 
became necessary to select a new 
president for each of these companies 
at the same time. 

The retirement of President Hara- 
han, whose resignatson pecomes ef- 
fective on his seventretn birthday, 
January 12, brought about the neces- 
sity for the choice of his successor at 
the same time that the filling of the 
vacancy in the presidency of the Cen- 
of Georgia is under consideration.

CEORCIA TO PAY 
18,821 PENSIONS 


Increase of 3,542 Due to 
Service Pension Law. 


——— 


Including 3,542 veterans and widows 
of veterans, entitled to pensions under 
the service pefision act which goes 
into effect next year, Georgia will have 
a total of 18,821 pensioners on the rolls 
in 1911. 

Exclusive of the service pensioners 
there are 16,341 names on the pension 
roll for 1911, but at the estimated 
decreasg by death of 6% per cent, or 
1,062, there will be only 15;279 to pay 
in 1911, or a decrease of 499, as com- 
pared with 1910, which numbered 
15,778. 

Such are the figures shown by the 
annual report of Captain J. W. Lindsey, 
pension commissioner, which he has 
just completed and which will be sub- 
mitted to the governor within the next 
few days. 

6,733 Wanted Service Pensions. 

Under the service pension law, which | 
provides that veterans and widows | 
of veterans wor’: not more than ¢1.- 
000, shall receive a pension from the 
state, Commissioner Lindsey has ap- 
proved for next year a total of 3.542 
applications, of which 1,675 are »]- 
diers and 1,867 cre widows of soldiers. 

There were 6,733 such applications, 
but 3,191 were disapproved and sent 
back for amendments. They will be 
acted on next year. 6 

The special appropriation to pay this 
class of pensioners, as provided under 
the new law, is $200,000. This sum is 
sufficient at $60 each, to pay 3,333, 
therefore, it is apparent that the pen- 
sion commissioner has approved 209 


more than the fund will pay, and there 
will be an estimated shortage of 


$12,500. This amount will have to be 
supplied by an additional appropria- 
tion. 


Better Than Predicted.

WOMAN TN FLAMES} 


SEES A CHILD 


Cook and Five-Year-Old 


Die of Burns. 


@Quaseees 


Mrs. C. L. Weeks Painfully 
Burned Trying to Save Her 
Little Daughter Alice---Cook’s 
Clothing Caught From. Kero- 
sene Explosion. 


With her clothing in flames from the 
explosion of a can of kerosene, Hester 
Jordan, the negro family cook in the 
home of C. L. Weeks, a prominent mer- 
chant of Decatur, rushed from the 
kitchen into Mrs. Weeks’ room yester- 
day morning, and frantically grasped 
5-year-old Alice Weeks in her wild 
efforts to extinguish the fire. 

The little girl died at 11 o'clock 
last night from the burns she receiv- 
ed, five hours after the negress, who 
was burned almost to a crisp, ex- 
pired. Mrs. Weeks was seriously 
burned about her arms and hands in 
performing the rescue of her child 
from the ciuthces of the torture- 
mad cook. ° 

The cook was preparing to make a 
fire in the kitchen stove with the ker- 
osene when the explosion occurred. Her 
clothing was saturated, and from head 
to foot she was almost immediately a 
mass of flames. 

The cook ran through the rooms of 
the home in an effort to find someone 
to extinguish the fire, and when she 
reached Mrs. Weeks’ room the first ob- 
ject that met her gaze wag the little 
girl. She clasped her against’ the 
burning clothing as a drowning person 
clutches at a straw, and Mrs. Weeks 
struggled with the burning woman 
several moments before securing her 
child. The negro woman fell exhaust- 
ed, every thread of clothing burned 
from her body. She died at 6 o'clock. 

Mr. Weeks, husband and father, is a 
member of the firm of Weeks Brothers, 
well-known Decatur merchants. and 
the home is located on Clearmont ave- 
nue, Within three blocks of the De- 
Kalb county courthouse. No one heard 
the screams of the woman, child or 
Servant. The house was not ignited. 


BALLOTS SOLD 
BY 1,000 HEA 


50 Have Already Pleaded 
Guilty in Manchester, O, 


Manchester, Ohio, December 2L-—- 
Fifty republicans “and democrats of 
Adams county pleaded guilty to in- 
dictments charging the sale of their 
votes at the pavement election, and 
were disfranchised for from five tc 
seven years and fined $25 and costs. 

These pleas came simultaneously 
with the return of 79 indictments by 
the grand jury for vote selling. The 
79 makes a total of 241 persons in- 
dicted on this* charge. Predictions 
were made today that before the grand 
jury completes its investigations near- 
1,000 persons will be indicted.

“I have given careful consideration 
to every application and no doubt have 
made some mistakes, but have kept 
strictly in mind the two main princi- 
ples of the work, namely, to serve 
the old deserving soldiers and their 
widows, and to see that the law has 
been complied with in every case for 
the protection of the state. Therefore, 
when I1 look back and see the mass 
of work disposed of and this office 
ready to go on without delay to the 
work of paying off rolls for 1911, we 
congratulate ourselves and the effici- 
ent force of the office for what has 
been done. We have all done our best.”

FOR FULTON CO 


Grand Jury Recommends 
That One Be Built. 


The ‘much-desired™* jong-talked-of 


“‘hew courthouse for Fulton: county will 


become’ a reality during 1911, says | 
Chairman 8S. B. Turman of the county 
cOmmissioners, and possibly a new site, 
comprising a whole city block, will | 
be chosen by the board of county com- 
missioners. The December grand jury | 
in its presentments to the judge of 
the superior court Wednesday morning, 
recommended that the location of the 
proposed bullding be changed, stating 
that the jury had been reliably in- 
formed: that the location is not only 
low and unsightly, but very, very bad; 
and one on which it doubtful 
whether a good and safe foundation for 
a large building can be secured, un- 
less at great cost to the county. 

The grand jury insists that a new 
and adequate courthouse should be 
erected as soon as possible, and sug- 
gests that when the building is con- | 
structed it be erected with an eye $e) 
the future. 

“We should profit by our mistake of 
the past, and build this time not only 
for the present alone, but for the fu-. 
ture as well. Fulton county is a pend 
and growing county, and when we 
build, we should do so with the future | 
greatness of the rapidly-growing coun- 
ty especially in mind,” says the grand |

Suitable Site Is Wanted. 

As a first step, it suggests that a 
centrally located lot, suitably elevated, 
of not less than one city block, be se- 
cured as a site for the new: building. 
Tt draws attention to the fact that the 
present courthouse site is fast becom- 
ing more and more valuable as busi- 
ness property, and that it can be sold 
for a sum which will, in the jury’s esti- 
mation. contribute largely toward pay- 
ing for the new lot and bullding. 

s B. Turman, chairman of the board 
of commissioners, said that definite 
plans for the new courthouse will be 
taken up immediately after the ist of 
January. At that time the question 
of changing the location will be con- 
sidered. 

‘We will go into the grand jury’s 
recammendation thoroughly,” said Mr. 
Turman, “and if we fing that it wil 
be to Fulton county’s advantage ‘to 
make a change, and we can reasonably 
do so, we have no objectfon to a new 
The only trouble is that at pres- 
ent I can think of no centrally !‘o- 
categ property that would be avail- 
able for the money which the com- 
missioners will have to spend on a 
new courthouse, but those things will 
be taken up later.” 

Money Already in Sight. 

The commissioners already have 
$100,000, and they expect to set aside 
at least the same amount from the tax 
collections for 1910 and 1911, which 
will give them $300,000 for the new 


building.

AND POLICEMEN BY SCORES 


Twelve Firemen Known to Be 
Dead and 27 Firemen and 
Policemen Are Still in Ruins 
With .Hardly a Chance for 
Life---Score of Injured Taken 
to the Hospitals, Many of 
Whom Are Fatally Hurt. 


Philadelphia, December 22 
—2.30 a. m.—The northern 
wall of the leather factory 
has just fallen, burying 15 
policemen, who were at work 
in the ruins. Assistant Fore- 
man Calabre is among dead. 
His body and that of another 
fireman, as yet unidentified, 
have just been removed 
from the ruins.

A Seething Furnace. 

The blaze was first discovered about 
10 o’eclock and half-hour 
the interior of it 
seething furnace.

The men on the houses saw 
danger first and yelleq a warning 
their comrades on the ladder. but 
sudden was the collapse of the wall 
that not a soul was ableto escape the 
terrible rain of bricks and twisted 
beams and girders. With a terrific 
roar the five-story mass crumbled like 
a toy block house,’ carrying either 
death or injury to every man who a 
moment before had stood ice-covered 
trying t save adjoining property. 

Sickening Scene Followed. 

The scene which followed the crash 
was sickening. Thousands of gallons 
of water had already been thrown 
into the burning buisiding and there 
were at least 2 feet of tcy water in the 
cellar. . 
The first

Their heads were almost crushed be- 
yond recognition. A few moments 
later the body of Charles Erdermann, 
was pulled from beneath a heavy gir- 
der and John Carroll's body was tak- 
en out shortly afterward. Erder- 
mann’s face was buried in a mass of 
ice and John Carroll was frozen stiff. 

A hurry call Was sent out to all 
nearby hospitals and to the police de- 
asking for immediate as- 
Sistance. Soon nearly a score of am- 
bulances were at the scene and as 
the injured firemen were lifted from 
beneath the mass of bricks and oth- 
er debris, they were administered to 
by priests, who had rushed: to the 
fire from St. Peters German Catholic 
is within two blocks of 
the scene of the fire.

RAIL REGULATION 


Report of InterstateBoard 
Made to Congress. 


Work of the Year Reviewed--- 


for the Control 
Capitalization--Fight Against 
Discriminant? 


Washington, December 21.—In its 
twenty-fourth annual report submit- 
ted te congress today the interstate 
commerce commission gives particular 


eastern and western freight rate cases 
which now are pending before the 
commission. The cases have been as- 
signed for argument on January 9 and 
succeeding days, and the commission 
will announce its decision at the earli- 
est practical date thereafter. 
Immediately following the passage 
of Mann-Elkins law, the commission 
was called on to exercise the most far- 
reaching power canferred on it by that 
act; namely the authority to suspend 


investigation of their propriety. In the 
first half of 1910 numerous carriers gave 
notice of general advances in rates. 
As a result of conferences between g0v- 


the carriers, the dates of 

advances were suspended pending the 
enactment of the law then under con- 
sideration by congress. Their two 
general investigations were instituted. 
One related to the general advances 
in rates proposed by eastern carriers 
and the other to those proposed Dy 
western carriers. The stupendous 
record now is before the commission. 
The tariffs have been suspended until 
February 1, 1911. Prior to that time it 
is expected the commission will an- 
nounce its decision, 3 

Work of Commission, 


Since the last annual report the 
commission has announced decisions in 
€92 proceedings and 125 cases other- 
wise have been disposed of. Thus 8/ 
formal cases were removed from the 
eommission’s docket. During the year 
660. formal complaints were filed and 
1l proceedings were instituted by the) 
commission.

proximately 30,000 fewer than for the 
preceding twelve months. The num- 
ber of schedules filed was considerably 
increased by tla filing of supplements 
postponing the effective dates of tarifts 
which contained advanced rates now 
under investigation by the commis- 
sion. In the same period the nuniber 
of specia] permissions granted to make 
tariffs effective on less than statutory 
notice was 3,940, substantially the same 
as during the previous twelve months. 

Special reference is made in the re- 
port to the work of the commission 
looking to the establishment of a uni- 
form classification of freight. All rules 
and regulations of all the separate 
classifications have been. revised and 
unified by the commission. The car- 
riers, the report indicates, are making 
a sincere effort to harmonize the con- 
flicting features of the various classi- 
fications, 

Many Indictments. 

Since December 1, 1909, 44 indict- 
ments for criminal violationg of the 
act to regulate commerce were “e- 
turned. Forty-three prosecutions were 
concluded and thirty-one pleas of guil- 
ty ‘were entered. 

The aggregate of penalties assessed 
was $63,500. Two verdicts of acquitta! 
were rendered. Of the 44 indictments, 
25 were against carriers and 19 against 
shippers or passengers. Of the 43 
prosecutions concluded 21 were against 
carriers and 22 against shippers or 
passengers. Concerning prosecution 
the report says: 


‘The fight against discrimination is 
by no means won, practices still re- 
maining which are more insidious and 
more difficult of extirpation than open 
rebating by reason of the fact that 


they are hidden in contractual ar- 
-rangements, entirely legal except for 
the effect produced. To speak gener- 
ally, these arrangements depend for 
their vice upon some unification of 
shipper and carrier, by which shippers 
secure an interest in carriers’ profits.’ 

A part of he report is devoted .o a 
consideration cf certain suits, notably 
the coal ear distribution case, the 
Burnham-Hanna-Munger case and 
various lumber cases. Most of these 
cases have been decided by the higher 
courts in favor of the commission. 

Telegraph and Telephone Lines. 

By the act of June 18, 1910, telegraph 
and tel.phone companies doing an in- 
terstate business were placed under 
the jurisdiction of the commission. 
Steps already have been taken for the 
formulation of a system of operating 
tariffs for these companies and it is 
expected that this system will become 
effective on July 1, 1911. Concerning 
the application of the law as to tele- 
graph and telephone companies the 
report says: 

“There are from 25,000 to 30,000 
telephone companies which make pro- 
vision for interstate communication, 
and the commission is in doubt as to 
whether it was the Intent of congress 
to place all these companies under its

The number of employées killed in 
coupling accidents increased from 161 
in 1909 to 207 in 1910. Z 

It is pointed out that, notwith- 
standing the increase In the number 
of casualties, a markeq improvement 
is noted in the practices of railroads 
in guarding against viorations of the 
safety appliance laws. an alarming 
number of accidents occurred te em- 
ployees of railroads who fell from 
the cars. From this cause there were 


89 deaths and 13,244 insurjes.

He 
hints in his letter at tegacic in wills 
providing for other buildings, etc., and 
appoints his son as his repre sentative. 

Rockefeller’s HKeligious Letter.

Slayer of David C. Clements 
Resentenced in Houston 
Court. | 


Perry, Ga., December 21.—(Specia!l.) 
~—Hiley Williams was today re-sen- 
tenced to hang at a special term of 
the superior court, Judge W. H. Felton 
presiding. The date of execution is 
January 20, 1911. 

Williams was convicted at the April 
term this year of the murder of David 
C. Clements and sentenced to hang on 
May 20th. The sentence was sus- 
pended, the case going to the supreme 
court On a writ of error. 

The supreme court affirmed the de- 
cision of the lower court. 

Williams, _ while employed by Mr. 
Clements and working for him in his 
field, struck Clements in the head with 
a hoe on the 17th day of July, 1907, 
from which wound he died. Williams 
fled and remained a fugitive from jus- 
tice until the latter part of December 
last year, when he was captured in Ma- 
con and brought to Perry. 

He confessed to the charge at first, 
but afterwards said he was hired for 
$4.50 to do the killing. At the trial 
in April he stated. that the killing was 
an accident and that he killed Clements 
while trying to take the hoe from 
another negro. Williams now alleges 
insanity.

THE JINGOES’ WAR SCARE PHANTOM. 


Speaking from. the vantage ground of twenty-two years’ resi- 
dence in Japan,.the Rev. J. C. Calhoun Newton, now of Atlanta, 
elsewhere tersely exposes the farce and folly of the revival of the 
Japanese war scare at Washington and the attempt to foist a 
hada military and naval program on congress. | 

Mr. Newton shows, as The Constitution has contended a 
dozen times, that the thought most remote from the Japanese of- 
ficial mind is war with this country. 

_ As for the alleged “secret report” to congress regarding the 
unpreparedness of this country, the whole thing would partake of 
the nature of a joke if it were not about so serious a question. 

The information sought to be conveyed to congress under such 
dark secretiveness is the property of every well-organized power 
in civilization—as is knowledge of our own war department of the 
resources and liabilities in offense and defense on part of foreign 
nations. . 

As for the rest—the transparent conspiracy to bludgeon more 
battleships out of congress, the whole plan of operation was so 
simple as to create a laugh instead of a shudder when the coun- 
try read of its “horrible plight.” 

Better, as Mr. Newton suggests, spend the money in works 
of internal improvement. Better still, as The Constitution has 
often insisted, spend at least a part of it in increasing national 
wealth through federal aid to good roads. 

The chief menace of war now on the horizon is in the super- 
heated imaginations of the jingoes.. It is unlikely they will be able 
to provoke hostilities, but they may succeed in prejudicing our 
cordial relations with a friendly nation. 
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SCIENTIFIC CITY BUILDING. 


The following news dispatch from New York city contains a 
bull’s-eye suggestion to the city of ‘Atlanta: 

It is announced that the New York city board of estimate and 
appointment will on January 1 appoint a suitably equipped commis- 
sion on city plan, the duties of which will be to lay out a scheme 
for the entire future development of the city for many years to come 
similar to the plan of Hausmann, to which all construction in Paris 
= 5 Pn lg and that of Major L’Enfant in laying out the city of 
What Hausmann has done for Paris, L’Enfant for Washing- 

ton, and what the board of estimate and apportionment expects 
to do for New York, a commission of experts working in co- 
operation with business men should do for Atlanta. 

Atlanta is now the second city in the south. It is logical to 
assume that the growth already recorded is merely an earnest of 
that yet to come. It is the part of economy and sense to project 
a definite scheme of construction and development, such as wil! 
minimize confusion, expense and delay and give to the forces of 
expansion an unobstructed pathway in every direction. 

To illustrate: 

Had Atlanta, thirty years ago even, laid down a scientific pro- 
gram of development, the expense and delay involving the widen- 
ing of Peachtree and the lessening of its traffic congestion would 
not now be impending. 

The proposed widening of Peachtree, for instance, is com- 
plicated mainly by just one building—the magnificent new Ma- 
sonic temple. Had a well-ordered plan of community-develop- 
ment been in effect prior to its construction, only a few years ago, 
there would now be no discussion of methods to insure the widen- 
ing of the thoroughfare without remodeling or removing. this 
structure. 

Like the overwhelming majority of other buildings, as well 
as streets, in Atlanta, it was constructed without reference to its 
future relation to the physical development of the community, and 
the exigencies thereof. Most of the buildings on the stretch sought 
to be widened are so arranged that the work may proceed with 
negligible delay and expense. Even this fact is the result of 
chance, and not design. ! 

In every section of Atlanta there can be seen in plain evidence 
the penalty of allowing the forces of expansion to operate hap- 
hazard, rather than scientifically. 

Crooked streets, narrow by-streets leading to cul de saes and 
impasses, tortuous and narrow thoroughfares where broad ave- 
nues should obtain, architectural monstrosities in the heart of 
town alternating with triumphs of the designer’s and builder’s 
craft, are the inevitable effects of expansion that is personally- 
conducted, so to speak. The streams of development have been 
allowed to follow the line of least resistance, instead of being di- 
rected in preconceived channels. 

The consequences, and their cost, are obvious and many.

DANGEROUS CROOKS, 


Knox and Sutton Said 
to Have Been Authors 


of Other Hold-Ups. 


A series of coincidences between the 
two recent hold-ups on Ponce de Leon 
avenue and West Alexander street, and 
the operations of highwaymen in other 
sections, leads the police to think that 
when A. R. Knox and.Henry Sutton 
were put behind the bars of the Tower,

The two men were bound over to the 
higher court on the charge of high- 
way robbery by Judge Broyles, and 
Knox is also to face the charge of as- 
sault with intent to murder, as he is 
said to have been the man that fired at 
Dr. Shirriff Sunday night on West 
Alexander street. 

Through southern Tennessee and 
northern Alabama three criminals have 
been working for the past few months, 
and numerous robberies and hold-ups 
have been reported, The thieves in 
every instance worked in the same 
way, both as to the orders given and 
the force used.

lied. 
A Similar Hold-Up. 

Recently Dick Kirkpatrick, of Co- 
penhagen, Tenn., was held up in the 
same manner as Dr. Shirriff, Dr. McMil- 
lan and Mr. Morgan, according to a re- 
port sent to his brother-in-law, Po- 
liceman Morris, of the local force. 


The close proximity of the state lines 
at these points renders escape much 
easier than it is ordinarily found. 

In addition to these crimes, the two 
men are suspected of being connected 
with the murder of Pat Landers, a 
saloonkeeper, who was shot and killed 
in his place of business at the corner 
of North avenue and Marietta street, 
on the night of October 27, about 10:30 
o'clock.

PUMP MYSTERY 
SOLVED AT LAST 


69 Poundsof Junk Taken 
From Cylinder. 


No Wonder New Waterworks 
Pump Wouldn’t Work With 
Nails, Rods and Iron Filings 
Scraping Away at It’s 
“‘In’ards.” 


When the king’s cook found Little 
Tom Thumb in the pudding-pie she was 
not more surprised than were a number 
of city officials yesterday when they 
ascertained that sixty-nine pounds of 
junk had been discovered inside of the 
new water pump at the Hemphill sta- 
tion. 

Of course it was that famous pump 
which has been a source of many sen- 
sations for the past two years. 

The junk consisted of old nails, cast 
iron borings, iron rods and—well, near- 
ly everything except muney. 

S *that is what has been the matter 
with the pump. It caused a wrangle in 
council and the water board three 
years ago; it caused the city to be en- 
joined, and it had to be purchased by 
a citizen who advanced the money for 
the city. 

Then it wouldn’t pump. 

Broke at Piston Head. 

It cut up all sorts of capers, and at 
last a piston head broke. The manu- 
facturers, the Wisconsin Engine Com- 
pany, of Corliss, Wis., put in a new 
piston head. Still it wouldn’t pump. 

Wednesday morning Chief Engineer 
A. W. Collier discovered that a poppet 
valve was bent. This caused an investi- 
gation, and when one of the low-pres- 
sure cylinder heads was removed, the 
junk was found. The pump had been 
suffering from a severe case of acute 
indigestion. 

Engineer Collier said it was impos- 
sible to tell what the aifficulty was un- 
til he began to take the pump to pieces. 
The pump made no unusual noises, but 
merely balked. 

Those nails, jron rods and iron bor- 
ings had been ground through the 
pump from high pressure to low pres- 
sure cylinders, driven by the force of 
the steam, and had broken a cylinder 
head and dented the internal parts of 
the machinery. 

Broke A Piston Head. 

It is believed that there is more of 
this junk in the other cylinders, there 
being six of them altogether. So far 
sixty-nine pounds of the stuff has been 
located and removed. Engineer Collier 
says the nails were probably used 
when the castings were made in order 
to strengthen the core ends, and that 
the fron scraps came from the borings 
made when the big holes were cut. He 
does not know how the iron rods got 
into the pump. 

When the pump was built at Cor- 
liss, the refuse stuff was not cleaned 
out, and this was not @one when the 
company’s engineers put the pump to- 
gether in Atlanta. 

A visit was paid to the pump Wed- 
nesday morning by Mayor Maddox, 


Mayor-elect Winn, Frank G. Lake, 
president of the water board, and all 
the heads of the waterworks depart- 
ment. They all wanted to see what the 
pump had vomited up. 

Engineer Collier explained to the) 
visiting officia's that a poppet valve 
Wwas an exhaust valve on the steam 
cylinder which allowed the steam to 
escape after being utilized. 

What the Pump Cost. 

The pump cost Atlanta $133,700, and 
the house that covers it cost another 
$40,000. The late Hugn T. Inman paid 
for it, and the city reimbursed him. 
This had to be done because the city 
was enjoined from contracting a debt. 
One note of $49,914, including interest, 
will be paid the first of January. The 
company has made a bond of $50,000 
to guarantee the pump, and this will 
doubtless include such obstructions as 
nails and old iron. 

It is believed, if the pump is cleaned 
out it wil] do its work all right. 

The water board at a meeting Wed- 
nesday afternoon sent the following 
telegram:

WAS HIS SUICIDE DUE 


TO WHITE WAY OPENING? 


Was the celebration attendant on 
the opening of the Great White Way 
last Thursday night, responsible in- 
directly for the unexplained suicide 
of W. B. Buchanan Monday afternoon? 

So far, no adequate motive has been 
assigned for the deed, which is one of 
the most. peculiar that has came un- 
der the eyes of the law in some time. 
It has been variously stated that the 
reason for Buchanan's death was fail- 
ure in the business world and disap- 
pointment in a mé vy or @ personal 
way. Neither of these reasons is sub- 
stantiated by his actions, nor credited 
by his close friends, which leads them 
to think that back of it all is some- 
thing yet unknown, which caused the 
young man to take his own life. 

Before his death there was no trace 
of his grim intent in ‘Buchanan's 
ranner before the world, and his 
friends thought him the same‘ light- 
hearted, happy boy that they had al- 
ways known. He was considered of 
fine character, was hard working and 
energetic in business, and was winning 
his small share of reward in the com- 
mercial world. He gave no trace in 
his letter of his trouble, perhaps hid- 
ing them for some ulterior reason, 
and his directions to his friends as to 
how to find and dispose of his body 
were almost jocular in their tone. 

Was With the Merry Makers. 

On Thursday night Buchanan was 
one of the merry holiday makers that 
thronged the streets under the white 
lights, celebrating the progress and 
success of Atlanta.

remarked that he feared and dreaded 
the ordeal. 

In addition to this, Buchanan was 
subpoenaed in an assault case which 
took place on the same night, and 
was called upon to appear before 
Judge Ridley when the case was set. 
Twice in one week, therefore, he was 
kaled before the bar of justice, and 
his uneasiness was betrayed to his 
friends. At the time they thought 
nothing of it, but after his death 
actions that before were without sig- 
nificance and words that were mean- 
ingless, assumed new importance, and 
it was seen that he had something 
preying on his mind which gave him 
no rest and which he could not di- 
vulge. 

Had No Business Troubles. 

This has led them to the supposi- 
‘on that back of the unhappy ending 
of a promising life lies something 
that cannot be explained, and which 
will perhaps never be known. It is 
said positively, that at the time of 
his death, he was not in business or 
money troubles, and that except for 
such a reason as this, no cause can be 
assigned for his rash act. This be- 
lief is strengthened by the statement 
of his intimate friends, that “he was 
the life of the house,” and that up te 
the time of his death, he gave no 
trace of his sorrowful purpose. What- 
ever may have been tlie cause, there 
has been no similar case in many 
months that has aroused so much in- 
terest and sympathy. He was the 
oldest child of a family of five, and 
his father died last January. His 
mother and younger brothers and sis- 
ters live in Newnan where big remains 
were taken for their “last little nap” 
as he himself termed his death in his 
letter to. his friend.

3 DEAD, 6 HURT; 
LOSS $2,000,000 


As Result of Incendiary 
Fire in Cincinnati. 


Entire Block Was Swept by the 
Flames in the Manufacturing 
District---Fire Originated in 

ine Room, and Spread 
With Appalling Rapidity. 


Cincinnati, December 21—A dozen 
streams stil) played tonight upon the 
smoldering wrecks of the fire that de- 
stroyed a block of Cincinnati's manu- 
Re- 
capitulation of the loss in life and 
property shows the disaster to be 
larger than any of the estimates 
placed during the progress of the con- 
flagration. 

The final count shows that three 
men lost their lives, six were injured, 
one perhaps fatally, while the proper- 
ty loss is more than $2,000,000, cover- 
ed by insurance to the extent of 
$1,400,000. 

The origin of the blaze is unknown, 
put the manner in which the huge 
buildings burned caused belief of mem- 
bers of the fire departmient and in- 
surance men that it was of incendiary 
nature. 

The body of Charles Schwengel, lad- 
der man of fire company No. 15, now 
is belleveg to be buried tn the ruins. 

An entire block from Ninth and 
Sycamore streets to Broadway was 
swept by the flames. The firms burn- 
ed out are: 

Krippendorzs & O’Neal Shoe Com- 
pany, southeast corner Ninth and 
Sycamore streets; Tayror Pool Leather 
Company, northeast corner Ninth and 
Sycamore streets; Hill Shoe Company, 
adjoining; Twinlock Company, adjoin- 
ing Krippendorf & O’Neal Shoe Com- 
pany on the south; Sycamore Street 
Stable Company’s barn; Griess Plegler 
Leather Company; Victor Safe and 
Lock Company, northeast corner Ninth 
street and Broadway; warehouse of the 
A. & J. Nurre Company, picture 
frames and moldings, Broadway and 
Ninth; E. O. Duncan Paper Box Com- 
pany, adjoining the Nurre warehouse; 
Wildberg Box factory, in the rear of 
the Nurre plant. 

The fire, it is believed, started in 
the engine room of the plant of the 
Krippendorf & O'Neal Company. Hard- 
ly had the fire been discovered when 
the flames leaped from almost every 
window from cellar to roof.

CRIED THE WIFE 


As She Attacked Ameri- 
can Duchess in Court. 


“Countess” d’Aulby Says Her 
Husband Was Enticed Away 
by Duchess de Choiseule and 
Styles Latter “Shameless 
Viper.” 


Tours, France, December 21.—Sensa- 
tional incidents occurred today at the 
trial of the self-styled “Count” q’Aulby 
de Gatigny and his American wife, 
formerly Miss Francesca Lunt, of Bos- 
ton, who are charged with having 
swindled the Duchess 
Praslin in the sale of spurious pictures 
during the life of her former husband, | 
Charles Hamilton Paine, of Boston. 
The closing moments of the trial this 
evening almost developed a riot. 

“Countess” d*'Aulby, who was called 
to the witness stand after her husband, 
bitterly attacked the Duchess of 
Choiseul, designating her “that viper, 
that shameless woman, who trbked to 
wreck my home.” 

D’Aulby’s attorney, M. Bernard, at- 
tacked the counsel for the duchess for 
allowing her business agent to sit bDe- 
side them at the bar, and practically 
direct the case for the prosecution, 

Cheering and Hooting. 

This unpardonable breach of the éti- 
quette of the French bar he declared, 
was an insuit tothe dignity of the pro- 
fession. Cries of sympathy broke out, 
and soon the whole court room was 
on its feet cheering and hooting. Judge 
Roberts pounded helplessly, but was

forced to declare a recess to preserve 
order. 

After the recess M. Bernard 
letter purporting to be signed by the 
Duke of Choiseul, claiming that

She 
refused to answer questions of the op- 
pitsing counsel which were calculated 
to show that he .had conspired to 
heighten the plaintiff’s interest in the 
pictures, saying that persons so alleg- 
ing were “liars in the first degree.”

OVER 300 MINERS 
LOSE THEIRLIVES 


By an Explosion in an 
English Colliery. 


Explosion Occurred Soon After 
Miners Entered the Pit---Fire 
Followed the Explosion, and 
the Entombed Men Perished 
Miserably. 


Bolton, England, December 21.—More 
than three hundred miners lIost their 


lives today in an explosion in the lit- | 
tle Hulton colliery of the Hulton Col-’ 


liery Company, which is located a lit- 
tle distance outside this city. 

The explosion occurred early in the 
morning, soon after the miners had 
entered the pit-to begin work. Its 
force was terrific and later investiga- 
tion showed that the lower passages 
had been blocked. Heroic efforts were 
made by rescue parties all day long, 
but a. fierce fire which followed the 
explosion prevented the rescuers from 
penetrating beyond four. hundred 
yards into the workings. 

None of the Entombed Men Alive. 

At 9:30 tonight all the rescuers were 
called out of the mine, and a confer- 
ence was held at which Government 
Inspector Gerrard, and the+ engineers 
of the mine were present. Inspector 
Gerrard issued a report, after making a 
descent into the pit, in which he stated 


that it was impossible that any of the | 


miners are still alive. He added that 
nothing could be done except to bring 
up twenty bodies found lying near the 
shaft. This report was communicated 
to the anxious crowds around the pit 
mouth, after which the bishop of Man- 
chester conducted a touching service 
in the open air, and the people slowly 
dispersed. 
Cause of Explosion Unknown. 

No explanation is given as to the 
cause of the explosion which cemplete- 
ly wrecked the mine. 

This is the second great mine disas- 
ter in England this year, an explosion 
having occurred in the Wellington col- 
liery at White Haven, Cumberland, on 
May 12, in which 136 miners were 
killed. The explosion today resulted 
in the temporary disablement of the 
machinery whereby the cages are low- 
ered and drawn to the surface, and it 
was considerable time before the first 
rescue party reached the bottom of 
the pit. 

In all, they brought out eight men 
still living, but the majority of these 
were in serioug condition from the 
noxious gases. Ten bodies also were 
removed and twenty additional bodies 
were found partly covered by heavy 
falls of coal. 

Towards midnight two more miners 
were found alive. They were terribly 
burned, and are in a critical condition. 

Forty Corpses Collected. 

It was announced that forty bodies 
had been collected at the bottom of the 
shaft, and they will’ be brought up as 
soon as possible. A flicker of hope 
still animates the rescuers that more 
men may be found alive. Doctors, 
nurses and ambulances are still on the 
scene and ,relatives, mostly women, are 
lingering in the vicinity. 

Among the incidents was the death 
of a rescuer, Who, anxious to reach his 
two sons who were entombed, got in 
advance of his companions and forfeit- 
ed his life from after-damp.

BREAKING OF DROUGHT 
WEAKENED THE PRICE 


Wheat Market Had Easy Close, 
Net r to . 
Cent Decline. 


Chicago, December 21.—-With rain or 
snow predicted officially for the entire 
winter wheat country east of the 
Rockies, fear of drought disappeared 
today and the market weakened. -The 
close was easy at a net Gecline of % 
@% to %@1. The end of trading left 
corn % lower to a shade higher, oats 
a sixteenth down to %@*% up and pro- 
visions at 27% to 47% advance. 

Wheat closed at almost the bottom 
prices of the session. The market 
was fully as depressed as it hag been 
buoyant the preceding day. A down- 
fall of moisture that reached east- 
ward into central Kansas made even 
the hardiest bulls lose enthusiasm. 
According to the government forecast 
the damp area was to be widely ex- 
tended within thirty-six hours, so that 
no part of the fall-sown crop would 
be without some benefit. Large quan- 
tities of wheat bought here yesterday 
by the southwest were sold out today 
because of a belief there woulg be a 
total break up of the drought. Fur- 
thermore, no demang existed for cash 
wheat today, primary receipts were 
liberal and another flour mill at Du- 
luth shut down, leaving only one small 
concern ther running. Foreign news, 
too, was bearish, cables’ reporting that 
Australian offerings were cheaper, 
Russian larger and Argentine better 
than heretofore. There was through- 
out a complete absence of bullish ad- 
vices. In consequence no important 
rally took place from start to finisn. 
May, after ranging between 954%@96, 
closed off at 95144 @95%. 

In corn the forecast of unsettled 
weather was taken to mean lessened 
sales by the country, but this condi- 
tion had an offset in the fact that 
cash demand amounted to practically 
nothing. May fluctuated from 47% to 
47% ang closed at the first named 
price, a shade under last night. No. 2 
yellow finished at 4614 @4’7. 

There was little selling pressure in 
oats. However, cash call was’ not 
much in evidence. May varied be- 
tween 33%@34 and 34%@34%, with 
last sales at 34, the same as last night. 

Many shorts and May investors ad- 
basing operations 
on the higher market for hogs. Longs 
were the sellers, taking profits. When 
the pit was cleared, pork showed 27% 
to 47% rise compared with 24 hours 
previous, lard 27% to 30 and ribs 27% 
to 274%4.@30. In the last three weeks 
pork has advanced more than $3 a 
barrel.

REAL REBELLION 
CONFRONTS DIAZ 


His Troops Beaten in 
Two Engagements. 


Defeat of the Government 
Forces Has Intensified the 
Situation--The Mexican 
Troops Were Simply Cut to 
Pieces in Last Battle. 


Chihuahua, Mex., December 21.—Via 
El Paso, December 21.—Conservative 
Americans living in Mexico who stren- 
vously contended that the disorders tn 
this country were largely local in their 
nature, and that they would be imme- 
diately suppressed, are talking in a 
different strain tonight. Cerro Prieto 
was a drawn fight; Mal Paso was a 
victory for the rebels, which sum- 
marizes in effect the result of the im- 
pcrtant military happenings in the 
state of Chihuahua, 

The government stated that the re- 
volt consisted of but little else save a 
nucleus of bandits augmented by mis- 
guided peons who could not handle a 
rifle, and whom it would be but police 
work to subdue. Official reports now 
double their estimate of the number of 
insurrectos in the field. 

The troop train which was shot up 
carried a large amount of ammunition, 
and this was brought back to Bustillos. 
Those of the troops who were not 
killed or wounded retreated to Bus- 
tillos, which is between this city and 
the scene of the engagements. 

The insurrectos opened fire on the 
troop train from mountain tops and 
sides. The federal soldiers fought back 
for five hours in a fashion which 
showed them to have been well trained, 
but their efforts to board the train 
again is described as disorderly—al- 
most panicky. That they brought their 
wounded with them is denied. It is 
said that under the gruelling fire this 
was impossible and that one uninjured 
remnant took the train to save their 
own skins, and stopped only at Bus- 
tillos. 

It was another detachment, it is 
said, hurrying to the aid of the train, 
found the troopers gone and the enemy 
likewise. They picked up the wounded 
and brought them to Bustillos. Here 
the injured were placed aboard an 
empty freight train and sent to this 
city, where they arrived today. 

The wounded suffered _ intensely. 
There was but one doctor in the outfit 
and no appliances, save of the most 
crude. One injured man died on the 
way in, 

Rebels Takes Town. 

Mexico City, December 21.—A special 
from Puebla today stated that one 
hundred armed men attacked the smail 
town of San Andres Contla, in the state 
of Puebla last night. They were said 
to have found no difficulty in taking 
possession of the town. The state 
forces reached the town at 6 o’clock in 
the ovening, and recaptured it after 
half an hour of fighting. No details 
as to dead an@ wounded were given.

WITH WHITEWASH

Report Declares Evidence 
Doesn’t Show That Lorimer 
Himself Bought Any Votes-- 
Report Not Signed---Senator 
Frazier Makes Statement. 


Washington, December 21.—Senator 
Burrows, chairman of the committee 
on privileges and elections, today pre- 
sented to the semate the report of the 
investigation *of charges of bribery 
made in connéction with the election 
of William Lorimer as senator from 


Illinois. 
Committee’, Conclusion. 

The conclusion reached by the com- 
mittee is as follows: 

“That in their opinion the title of 
Mr. Lorimer to a seat in the senate has 
not been shown to be invalid by the 
use of employ ment of corrupt methods, 
or practices.” 

Charges that four members of the 
Illinois legislature were bribed, and 
that thrée other members paid bribes, 
are not ignored by the committee. The 
report declares that those who con- 
fessed to receiving bribes should not 
be believed, and that the votes of those 
who were charged with paying bribes 
should.be counted. 

In relation to the charges that there 
was a corruption fund used in the 
Illinois legislature, and it was dis- 
bursed by one Robert E. Wilson, the 
report says that there is no evidence 
that it was used for the benefit of Mr. 
Lorimer. The committee suggests that 
any investigation of the use of such 
a fund should be made by authorities 
of the state of Ilinois. 

Beveridge Makes Statement. 

The report as presented was not 
signed by members of the committee, 
although it did not appear that there 
was any minority. 

On the floor of the senate, however, 
Mr. Beveridge made the statement that 
he had not been able to concur with or 
dissent from the findings because of the 
voluminous character of the testimony.

Abstract of Report. 

The report recites that the memo- 
rial filed June 7, 1910, by Clifford W. 
Barnes, president of the Legislative 
Voters’ League, of Chicago, charged 
that ‘“‘the election of -William Lorimer, 
senator from the state of Illinois, was 
secured by bribery.” Then follows 
the instructions. of the senate given 
on June 20, directing the committee 
on privileges and elections to investi- 
gate the charges and the fact that a 
sub-committee was appointed, com- 
posed of Senators Burrows, Gamble, 
Heyburn, Bulkeley, Frazier, Paynter 
and Johnston. 

The meeting in Chicago on Septem- 
ber 20 was described, after which the 
evidence was taken up and interpreted 
by the committee. In this regard the 
committee set forth as a statement of 
facts that Mr. Lorimer was elected on 
May 26, 1909, receiving 108 votes out 
of 202 cast on the joint ballot of the 
Illinois assembly. These votes were 
set out ag follows: Hopkins, 70; Lori- 
mer, 108, and Stringer, 24. 

The report is divided into chapters, 
each carrying a sub-head. 

Votes Required to Elect. 

‘Under the caption “votes required to 
elect,’ the committee points out that 
the question is raised by counsel 
whether the language of the statute 


regulating the election of United States 


Senators requires that in order to elect 
a senator the person elected must re- 
ceive a majority of the votes of all 
the members elected to each house of 
the legislature or whether it is suf- 
ficient if one person receives a major- 
ity of all the votes cast in the joint as- 
sembly, “a majority of all the members 
clected to both houses being present 
and voting.” The committee report says 
on this subject: 

“This question seems to have been 
decided by the senate in the case of 
Lapham against Miller (senate election 
cases 697). In that case it was held 
that a majority of a quorum of each 
house is sufficient to elect, and in that 
deaision the committee concur.”’ 

Frazier Refuses to Whitewash. 

Chicago, December 21.—Senator Fra- 
zier, who was here today, made public 
his statement in which he dissents 
from the view of his colleagues 
Senator Lorimer was not benefited by 
the alleged corruption of certain mem- 
bers of the legislature. His statement 
in part is as follows: 

“The testirhony taken by the com- 
miitee satisfies me that four members 
of the legislature were paid money for 
voting, or in consequence of having 
voted for Senator Lorimer. One sena- 
tor and three representatives admitted 
under oath before the committee that 
they were paid money, and the admis- 
sions and the facts and circumstances 
surrounding the transactions satisfy 
me that they received it as a bribe 
for or in consequence of their votes 
for Senator Lorimer. 

“The four self-confessed bribe-tak- 
ers implicate three other members of 
the legislature who voted for Senator 
Lorimer as the persons who bribed 
them. The testimony satisfies me that 
the three alleged bribe-givers were 
guilty of that offense. 

Briber as Corrupt as Bribe-Taker. 


“To my mind the man who bribes 
another is as corrupt as the one who 
is bribed and by his corrupt act of 
bribery he demonstrates the fact that 
he is none too honest to receive a bribe 
if offered him. 

“While the proof is not clear or con- 
clusive that these three alleged bribe- 
givers were themselves bribed or cor- 
ruptiy influenced to vote for Senator 
Lorimer. when I take into considera- 
tion their corrupt conduct as bribers 
of others, together with all the facts 
and circumstances surrounding this 
vase I cannot bring myself to agree 
with the majority of the sub- -committee 
that their votes are free from taint or 
sorruption. These ‘three votes added 
‘to the four confessedly bribed would 
make seven tainted votes. Eliminate 
‘hem and the vote received by Senator 
Lorimer was less than a majority of 
the votes cast.’ 
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WOMAN WITAESS 


Claimant to ‘*Lucky”’ Bald- 
win’s Money Foreed to 
Tell of Her Past. 


Los Angeles, Decemher 21.—For three 
hours today Mrs. Lillian A. Turnbull 
again experienced “third degree” ex- 
amination while being cross-examined 
on the will contest to obtain for her 
daughter a $2,500,000 share of the 
“Lucky” Baldwin estate. 

Reviewing her previous testimony, 
Attorney McNab caused Mrs. Turnbull 
to repeat former declarations that 
there had been a contract of marriage 
but that no one but herself and Bald- 
win had ever seen it. 

The witness admitted that Baldwin 
had referred to her as Mrs. Baldwin 
before only five persons. Three of 
these were negro servants and two 
were White men. 

The registers of hotels were intro- 
duced to show that Mrs. Turnbull had 
registered herself as Lillian Ashley 
after the alleged marriage to Baldwin. 
After she had reiterated her former 
testimony that she regarded herself as 
the turfman’s wife, the cross-examiner 
suddenly asked: 

“While you were at Baldwin’s home 
at Santa Anita, did you not’ask the 
manager there, Mr. Lawrence, how 
often Mrs. Lillie Bennett Baldwin came 
to visit her husband’s ranch home?” 

“I°did not,” disclaimed the witness. 
“I did not know she was Baldwin’s 
wife until some months later.” 

Mrs. Turnbull testified that besides 
ex-Governor Long, of Massachusetts, 
She had told Olin Wellborn, now a fed- 
eral judge in Los Angeles, but one of 
her attorneys in the former suit, of the 
marriage contract. Moreover, she said 
she also wrote of her marriage to sev- 
eral girl friends. She could not re- 
call the first name of one of these 
friends or her address nor could she 
recall anything of subsequent corre- 
spondence with thei. 

“I felt my shame so Keenly later that 
I dropped all my old friends and 
neither wrote to or heard from them 
afterwards,” she said.

Doesn’t Object to Regulation, 
But to Conflict. 


New York, December 21.—Robert S. 
Lovett, suecessor to Edward H. Harri- 
man, aS president of the Southern Pa- 
cific and the Union Pacific railroads, 
told the railroad securities commission 
today that he was heartily in favor of 
federal supervision of rates, both intra- 
State and interstate, but thas per- 
sonally he questioned the wisdom of or 
the necessity of federal laws to govern 
the issue ofgrailroad securities. As a 
railroad executive he did not oppose 
government regulation of stock issues, 
but he did insist that if regulation is 
to come, the authorities charged to en- 
act it be vested with full power to en- 
force it. 

The present status of the railroads, 
pricked on all sides by a thicket of 
conflicting state laws, was bad, he said, 
but a further conflict of state laws and 
the federal laws, was a possibility from 
which he hoped to be delivered. 

Rates and Capitalization. 

Rates and capitalization, their rela- 
tion to each other and the relation of 
the public to both of them were the 
gist of Judge Lovett’s testimony. He 
did not see that rates had anything to 
do with dividends in actual practice, or

concern for what sort of railroad se- 
curities the public bought. In 25 years’ 
experience, he had not met with an 
instance in which rates had been 
changed to affect interest payments or 
dividends. He doubted if there were a 


4 dozen traffic men in the country who 


knew the capitalization of the com- 
panies they represented. 

Therefore there was no need for regu- 
lation of securities as a control of 
rates. 

As to Physical Valuation. ! 

If it is proposed to make a ahaha: 
valuation of the railroads as a basis for 
limiting rates, he could only say any 
scheme of appraising property by an 
attempt to estimate the cost of its 
production was exceedingly mischiev- 
ous and utterly impractical. 

Samuel Utermeyer, counsel for the 
Kansas City Southern railway and for 
the receivers of the Seaboard Air Line 
Railway, recommended that no rail- 
road be permitted to acquire control of 
another except by lease or outright 
purchase.
